The républican party has made progress 
toward a more effective control of the rail- 
roads engaged in interstate commerce, but 
it recognizes that much remains to be done 
in the public int t. We favor enlarging 
the powers of the intérstate commerce com- 
mission, clothing tt with authority to insti- 
tute proceedings upon its own motion, to es- 
tablish classification, and whenever a pro- 
posed increase in the rate is challenged by 
shipper or consumer to determine whether 
such increase shall be auowed. The prob- 
lems submitted to the commission are so 
vast and complex and the demand for a bet- 
ter supervision of interstate commerce in the 
public interests so urgent the work of the 
commission already is so burdensome that t 
is manifestly absurd to expect seven men 
to discharge the duty which the government 
owes to the people in exercising control over 
common carriers engaged in interstate com- 
merce. In response to the demand for bet- 
ter supervision of railway services and rail- 
way rates we favor enlarging the working 
force of the commission, dividing the coun- 
try Into districts and providing for commis- 
sions for each district and for appeals from 
such eubcommissions to the interstate com- 
merce commission at Washington. The exist- 
ing laws provide that the rates shall be rea- 
sonable and that any unreasonable rates 
shall be unlawful, but it wholly fails to pro- 
vide any means by which the interstate 
commerce commission can ascertain what is 
@ reasonable rate. To this obvious defect 
may be charged the unwartanted advance 
in rates made since the enactment of the 
law and the increase recently announced. by 
the railroads which will impose an additional 
burden of $100,000,000 a year upon the traffic. 


of the physical property of the railway com- 
pany, the cost of maintenance and the op- 
eration of the railway, and the income derived 
from the business.

We therefore favor the 
authorization of the interstate. commerce 
commission to ascertain the exact physical 
value of all the property o very railway 
company engaged in interstaté commerce, 0 
the end that such valuation be made the 
basis of just and equal railway rates

TARIFF. 


The republiean party proclaims it contin- 
ued loyalty to the true principle of the protec- 
tive tariff policy as established by Alexan- 
der Hamilton and adyocated by Clay, Blaine, 
and McKinley. Under this true principle of 
protection such duties were imposed on im- 
ports as equaled the difference between the 
cost of the production at home and abroad. 
From Hamilton to McKinley every great 
advocate of protection contended that a 
tariff eo levied would establish and maintain 
American industries and that free competi- 
tion between producers would prevent mo- 
nopely and insure reasonable prices to all 
American consumers. Under this system, so 
long as competition existed, all classes 
shared in the benefit derived from the pro- 
tective policy. But a great change has come. 
Through combinations of corporations com- 
petition between protected interests has been 
suppressed and the public compelled to pay 


of prices and markets under the domination 
of monopoly can be maintained. To correct 
these abuses and permit a protective tariff 
system based upon the true Principle, we 
pledge the republican party to the imme- 
diate revision of the tariff by the imposition 
of such duties only as will equal the differ- 
ence between the cost of production at home 
ang abroad, and wherever the control of any 
protected product; by monopoly or the sup- 
pression of competition by agreement be- 
tween the producers of protected articles 
limits production and controls Prices and 
wages, the collection of duties upon the sim- 
ar imported article shall be suspended and 
abolished and such articles admitted free of 
duty, except where the cost of labor in the 
domestic article exceeds that in the un- 
ported article, in which case such article 
shall be subject to a rate of duty equal only 
to the difference in the cost of labor in the 
domestic and the imported article. To ulti- 
mately place our tariff schedules upon a just 
scientific and more equitable basis there 
must be a thorough and impartial investiga- 
tion of the ever changing conditions affect- 
ing labor and the cost of production at home 
and abroad. / 
For this purpose we favor the early 
eétablishment of a nent tariff commis- 
sion to be appointed by the president, such 
commission to be composed of men from 
civil life who represent all sections of our 
country and who are specially equipped by 
training and experience for this important 
work. For twenty years in its national plat- 
forms the republicam party has opposed 
trusts and combinations whose purpoee it is 
to prevent competition and restrain trade. 
In its platform of 1900 it says:: We recog- 
nize the necessity and propriety of the co- 
operation of capital to meet new business 
conditions and especially to extend our rap- 
idly increasing foreign trade; but we con- 
demn all conspiracies and combinations in- 


rights of producers, laborers, and all Who are 
engaged in industry and commerce.“ 

We declare that no additional legislation 
has been enacted pursuant to that declara- 
Won. It is established upon the highest au- 
thority that trusts and combinations have 
within the last four years made the greatest 
growth for the centralized control of busines 
and the suppression of competition in the 
entire history of consolidation. The increase 
in trust capitalization and consolidation of 
industrials, franchises, and transportation 
alone aggregates more than 58 per cent. 
This enormous growth in unlawful combina- 
tions places in jeopardy every independent 
industry in the land. It exercises control 
over production and prices in manufactures, 
for service and rates in transportation. No 
political party loyal to the public interests 
can ignore this monstrous evil. ‘The admin- 
istration of President Roosevelt has in not- 
able. instances prosecutéd such. unlawful 
combinations. under the anti-trust law of 
1890, and no act of his republican ad minis- 
tration has been more highly commended by 
the public. But we believe that existing con- 
ditions demand at this time more control 
than in 1000, and the enactment of such 
legislation as will effectively restrain and 
prevent all such abuses and promote and 
protect competition. 


The republican party represented in this 


national convention demands the most rigid 
enforcement of the existing law. and the 
enactment of a statute prohibiting any ind! 
vidual, copartnership, corporation, or asso- 
ciation from engaging in interstate com- 
merce whenever such copartnership, indi- 
vidual, corporation, or association is a party 
to any agreement. understanding, or contract 
for the suppression of competition, the con- 
trol of prices and markets, and the restraint

We demand that congress shall go to the 


Sherman anti-trust law as applied to trusts 
and combinations organized to control pro- 
duction and prices, and we favor strength- 
ening the law by providing imprisonment as 
the penalty for ite violation, and the strict . 

The 
anti-trust law was not designed, as declared 
by its author or advocates in congress when 
enacted, to apply to labor organizations, and 
we favor legislation which congress may 
enact within the constitution to exempt trade 
unions from the statute, and the minority of 
sald committee further respectful.y submit 
and recommend thei adoption of the follow- 
ing paragraph to be added to the report of 
the majority of this committee: 
Publicity of campaign contributions and 
expenditures, Certain expenses are insep- 
arable from the conduct of political cam- 
paigns, and these expenditures may be made 
by voluntary contribution from citizens de- 
voted to the cause for which a candidate or a 
_ party stands. Experience has shown, how- 
ever, that the largest contributions are not 
made to further the cause, but in some spe- 
celal or sonal reason corruptly to ‘Influ- 
erice the nominations, platforms. administra- 
tion, and legislation. If those contributions 
were known they would be promptly con- 
demned by the public. The relation of them 
to subsequent favors sought in return would 
be recognnized and understood, and their 
purpose thwarted. Therefore we pr 
that the republican congress and president 
shall enact and enforce a law to require these

WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. 

The republican national convention, re- 
sponsive to the will of the republican par- 
ty and to the best opinion of the country, 
has selected as candidate for the presi- 
dency the man dest equipped for the 
office. It bas selected 4 man of action 
whose previous official. experience anil 
tried character qualify him to enter upon 
the duties of the presidency as few, if 
any, of his predecessors were qualified. 

Since he graduated from college he has 
hardly been out of public office. From 
the time he was appointed assistant pros- 
ecuting attorney of Hamilton county, O., 
he has been a4 public servant. He was 
solicitor general of the United States for 
three years, and during that time was 
distinguished among the young men in 
public life for fairness and courage. He 
has been a judge, and he was a great 
judge. 

When President McKinley had to se- 
lect a man to solve the great problem. of 
initial government in the Philippines he 
and leaders of the party, after consider-

The charge of want of independ- 
ence is known to be false by every one in- 
formed on the history of this administra- 
tion, for it is Taft more than any other 
member of the president’s counsel. who did 
not hesitate to state his difference with 
his chief, and oftener than others made 
his difference prevail.

Nearly half a century of government 
has given to the republican platform a 
weight and authority more impressive 
than the most fiery eloquence of the op- 
position.

The sovereignty of the island, on the death 


without issue of the tenth Lord Derby, passed 


to the duke of Atholl, as a descendant of Lady 
Amelia Stanley, the youngest daughter of the 
seventh earl of Derby; and the succeeding 
: il sold by degrees not only their 
sovereignty but all other rights in connec- 
tion with the island to the British crown for 
nearly $10,000, 000. 

The coins presented to King ‘Victor Em- 


manuel all bear the Derby crest, the eagle 


and the child. This crest comes to the Stan- 
leys along with their country seat ofKnows- 
ley hall, through the marriage of Sir John 
Stanley to the daughter and heiress, of Sir 
Thomas Lathom of Knowsley, in the county 
of Lancaster. 

According to family legend and tradition, 
one of the Lathom owners of Knowsley was 
notified one day that a great eagle had been 
seen carrying a child to its eyrie. The knight 
rescued the baby, unharmed. It was wrapped 
in costly gold embroidered swaddling clothes 
of foreign make. .

Al efforts to identify the infant having 
failed, the knight of Lathom and hie dame, 
advanced in years and childless, adopted the 
little fellow, who became heir to their prop- 
erty, master of Knowsley and ancestor of the 
earls of Derby. 

Knowsley is a magnificent place and has 
been the principal home of the ducal house 
of Stanley ever since the marriage of Sir 
John Stanley to the heiress of the Lathoms 
‘in the reign of King Henry IV., over 00 years 


ago. 

It was his great-grandson, Thomas Stan- 
ley, who figures so prominently In Shak- 
speare’s Richard 11!.,” and whose defection 
from the Crook Back, as that monarch 
was called by reason of his deformity, prac- 
tically decided the battle of Bosworth in fa- 
vor of Henry of Richmond. 

It was he wi.o, on the battlefield, placed the 
crown of Richard III. upon the head of Henry 
VIL, wh, in return for thie gift bf the Eng 


lish raised Lord Stanley to the earl. 
dom ot Derby, ne constable 
ot England. { , 


This Lord Derby was twice married. 8 
first wife was sister of the earl of Warwiek, 
the kingmaker, portrayed by Bulwer Lytton 
as The Last of the Barons, while his 
second wife was Margaret. of Richmond, 
mother of King Henry VII., who thus be- 
came his stepson. . 

Since then the earldom has descended in 
the male line, the new Lord Derby being the 
seventeenth holder of the peerage. The third 
earl was one of the peers who sat at Mie trial

ton by the Roundheads of Oliver Cromwell, in 
consequence of his loyalty to King Charles I. 

The countess of Derby during that time 
conducted the historic defense of Lathom 
house against the siege of the parliamentari- 
ans,

Charlies II., however, after his accession 
proved himself singularly ungrateful. For 
when both houses of parliament passed a bill 
unanimously for the restoration of the family 
éstates to the eighth earl. of Derby, which 
had been lost through the loyalty of his 
father and of his heroic French mother, a 
daughter of the ducal house of de la Tre- 
mouille, Charles II., through dislike of the 
eighth Lord Derby, declined to sign the bill, a 
fact recalled to this day by a tablet erected at 
Knowsley, on which the conduct of the 
Merrie Monarch is described. 

The fourteenth earl, who declined the Greek 
crown, was celebrated not only as a states- 
man but as a classical scholar, and during 
his leisure from his several tenures of the 
premiership, devoted himself to making the 
best translation in existence of Homer's 
Iliad, ““ a translation which ig all in noble 
and stately verse. : 

He left two sons, the fifteenth earl of Derby, 
minister of foreign affairs and secretary of 
state for India on several occasions, and the 
late earl of Derby, who as Lord Stanley of 
Preston, served a term as governor general of 
Canada, 

— 

This last Lord Derby was a fine specimen of 
the English grand seigneur, and was one of 
the most conservative forces in English so- 
ciety, discountenancing much ofthat modern 
freedom and carelessness of manner which 
verges on vulgarity. 

One of the things he would not tolerate 
was the practice so common in London of 
young men in society attending /entertain- 
ments to which they had received no invita- 
tions. On one occasion, when Lady Derby 
was giving a ball for the present king and 
queen, then Prince and Princess of Wales, at 
Derby house, his town mansion in St. James’ 
square, he caught sight among the guests of a 
young peer (now visiting this country) whom 
he knew to have forfeited his place on Lady 
Derby’s visiting list. 

He walked up to his brother earl and de- 
manded his immediate withdrawal under 


pain of being ejected by the servants, round- 


ly rating him for his insolence in venturing 
to appear when he had not been invited. 
The young nobleman Rad no alternative but 


| to vanish without delay, Lord Derby denoun- 


cing as a lie his excuse that he had been 
brought on by friends, whose names he was 
unable to mention. 

Nor did the peer thus socially executed 
mend matters in any way by subsequentiy 
declaring he had gone to Lord Derby's house 
without invitation, on a wager,

Two common practices that seem to prevall 
in grouping farm builcings on a particular 
side, or in placing them in relation to one 
another are discussed from an economic 
standpoint by R. S. Shaw and 1.

Des Moines Editor Engineers 
Scheme to Restore Peace in 
Party Ranks at Home.

Mr. Perkins 
is chairman of the tion, but Mr. Young 
has ta the lead in devising ways and 
means to vent the vice presidential nom- 
ination being forced upon Senator Dolliver. 

Yesterday morning it became apparent 
that herole measures must be-resorted to or 
the work of the recent senatorial campaign 
would have to be done over again. That's 
the way it looked to Mr. Young and his fel- 


low standpatters. 
Standpats Back Up Cummins. 

And so it came about that, although it was 
a bitter dose, yet Mr. Young and Mr. Perkins 
and the other standpat delegates decided that 

about the only way to prevent this contest 
and retain Dolliver as a United States senator 
from Iowa would be to present Gov. Cummins 
as Iowa's candidate for the vice presidency 
in the interest of harmony.” 

The meeting of the delegation was attended 
by eighteen of the members, and the frst 
action taken was a motion by Mr. Young 
that the name of Gov. Cummins be presented 
to the convention by delegate Healy of Fort 
Dodge as the.choice of the delegates present 
for the vice presidency. This story will 
sound strange out in Iowa, and Mr. Young 
will have to explaif that It was a stroke of 
diplomacy," or something of the sort. 

“Joe” Lane of Scott county, one of the 
éelegates-at-large and a progressive, but who 
landed in the Allison camp during the recent 
contest, demanded a roll call on this motion. 
Chairman Perkins sald that as it was an 
informal meeting and all the delegates were 
not present he was not disposed to grant the 
demand for a showing of hands. : 

Hide Behind Vote by Voice. 

“I want to know how they stand on this 
motion,” declared Mr. Lane. The chairman 
was obdurate, however, but finally called for 
a viva voce vote. The result was that the 
motion was carried with only two dissent- 
ing votes, so far as could be ascertained, 
although some of the delegates did not vote 
at all. One of these two anti mins votes 
‘was said to have been cast’ by Chairman 
Perkins. At least that is the way it sounded 
to Mr. Lane. 

Delegate Simmons from the Sixth district, 
another strong standpatter, moved that 
“ Chairman Perkins be selected to formally 
withdraw the name of Mr. Dolliver if it is pre- 
sented to the convention.” He tried to make 
this motion as an amendment to the Cum- 
mins motion, because he said he wanted to 
know there wouldn't be any attempt to 
throw the Iowa vote to Dolliver before he 
“was ready to tie up the delegation to Cum- 
mins. 

There was considerable discussion over this 
motion and it was put toa viva voce vote with 
the result that it seemed to carry. The dele- 
gation then came out into the public room and 
declared that nothing had been done and 
that whatever tentative action was taken 
bound only those who were present. 

Gov. Cummins is still in Iowa and his 
friends say that he is not liable to obey Col. 
French's telegram summoning him to Chi- 
cago. John Briar, the governor's private 
secretary, declared last night that he be- 
lieved the governor had no intention of com- 
ing and said that Col. French was acting 
largely on his own responsibility when he 
wired for him. In spite of this, however, 
Joe“ Lane is keeping a room for the gov- 
ernor at the Auditorium Annex.

LABOR DISPLEASED AT PLANK 


Seme See ‘Injunction Peril 
Even Greater than Before. 


CALL IT. Loss, NOT GAIN. 


Mecting Will Be Held Today, When 
Official Stand May Be Deeided. 


Dissatisfaction with the injunction plank 
in the republican platform was expressed 
yesterday by national and local labor leaders. 
The plank, as adopted by the convention, 
they contended, falls far short of what was 
demanded by labor. 

The labor leaders declared that if the rec- 
ommendation made for statutory legislation 
on the subject of injunctions be carried out 
it would “ legalize the injunction’ instead 
of abolishing restraining orders in labor 
cases where ample remedy at law exists for 
the protection of property. This, they said, 
would make the injunction evil worse than 
it is at present. 

Those who would vouchsafe an opinion 
failed to recognize that labor received more 
than has beer conceded by any political con- 
vention previously and that it is extremeiy 
unlikely thet the democratic convention will 
do as much for labor. 


Gompers Reserves Opinion. 

President Gompers discussed the platform 
only briefiy. saying he would reserve his 
opinion until later. It is probable the execu- 
tive council of the American Federation of 
Labor will discuss the plank today and that 
President Gompers wil! issue an officiai state- 
ment later, 

“TI probably will have sometbing to say on 
the platform after the subject has been dis- 
cussed in the executive council, said Mr. 
Gompere. I do not care to say anything at 
this time. If we go slowly we may act more 
wisely.” 

It was apparant to the labor men thronging 

the lobby of the Kaiserhof hotel, however, 
that.their leader was disappointed with the 
injunction plank. 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, also was cautious 
as to his utterances on the subject of the 
platform. 

“The plank adopted by the convention is 
not what we asked for and does not represent 
what we want he said. ‘ The difference 
between what we demanded ahd what they 
adopted can only be contrasted and not com- 
pared.” 


Wright Sees No Gain. . 


Edwin R. Wright. president of the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor, expreesed strong 
9 with the injunction plank. 

It does not satisfy us,“ said he. The 
plank legalizes injunctions instead of doing 
away with them. We contend there is no 
need of injunctions in labor cases where a 
remedy at law exists for the protection of 
property. And where injunctions are issued 
and men cited for contempt of court we de- 
mand a trial by jury. The plank Its silent 
on this point. 

“The convention has given us absolutely 
nothing that we did not have before and the 
plank recommends the enactment of legisla- 
tion that shall legalize injunctions.’’ 


cago Federation of Labor, said: The plank 
is worse than a straddle; it is nothing so far 
as labor is concerned. What we want is to 


abolish injunctions in labor disputes and not 


legalize them.” 


Other Leaders Denounce It. 

„The Mank will not do," said Fred G. Hopp, 
financia) secretary of the local, federation. 
“JT wil) say, however, that I would vote for 
Roosevelt on no platform at all, because it is 
better to vote for the right man without a 
platform than for the wrong with a good plat- 
form, though this platform is not good for 
labor.“

If bills of credit were 
issued by the colonial government to be 
loaned to the towns he was invariably the 
trustee for the distribution ong the peo- 
ple. He was for many years the town treas- 
urer. 

He became the object of the first attack 
against the leadership of the Tafts, and there 
it was the family first showed its hand polit- 
ically. He was moderator at the town meet- 
ings, and when oLjection was made to his 
calling a meeting without a formal warrant, 
and a rebellious town clerk made the record

Another Student in Family. 


Peter Rawson Taft, grandfather of the re- 
publican nominee; died in Cincinnati in 1867, 
and his son, Alphonso, in commenting on 
his life in an address thirty-four years ago, 
availed himself of an obituary notice pub- 
lished at that time. 

“At 14 years of age he was taken by his 
father to Townsend, Wyndham county, Ver- 
mont, There he labored on his father’s farm 
the greater portion of his time, improving, 
however, the advantages of such schools 
and academies as were accessible. 

“Though a farmer, he wae studious and 
always fond of reading. As soon as of suffi- 
cient age he was employed to teach the pub- 
lle school in the winter season. This con- 
tinued for several years, but he made him- 
self a skilled surveyor and was extensively 
employed in that capacity. 

At the age of 26 he married Sylvia Hay- 
ward, a descendant of Samuel Hayward and 
Capt, Josiah Chapin, both pioneers of Men- 
don, They lived together fifty-six years. 
They had but one child, Alphonso Taft, with 
whom they resided the last twenty-five 
years of their lives. 


Voters Also Honor Him. 


„The active life of Peter Rawson Taft was 
spent mainly in Vermont. Though not edu- 
cated for the bar, his reading included the 
law. He was early appointed as a justice 
of the peace, he was chosen continually to 
the most important offices of the town, apd 
was elected one of the commissioners of t 
county. By election he was many times a 
representative in the Vermont legislature. 

He was admitted te the bar, and four 
years he was judge of the Probate court of 
Wyndham county by election of the legis- 
lature, after which he was elected a judge 
of the County court and held that office four 
years. He was regarded as a just, humane, 
ahd wise man.“ 

He Enters Yale and Politics. 

The speaker on that occasion thirty-four 
years ago was the only child of Peter Raw- 
son Taft. He was born inthe Vermont home, 
and, itke his father, spent his early life on 
the farm; but so diligently did he apply him- 
self to his books that when he was 19 years 
old he entered Yale university and was 
graduated in 1838. He taught school and 
tutored for-a time, but in 1888 was admitted 
to the bar and went to Cincinnati! to practice 
his profession. After a struggle, he estab- 
lished a clientéle that was one of the largest 
in the state. 

He was active in ‘elty and school affairs, 
was a delegate to the convention which nomi- 
nated Fremont, ran for congress, was ap- 
pointed once and elected twice to the Su- 
perior court of Cincinnati. In 1876 he was a 
candidate for the republican nomination 
for the governorship of Ohio and tn the cam- 
palgn that followed was an ardent supporter 
of Gen. R. B. Hayes. 


Sets Precedent for Son. 


The following year President Grant ap- 
pointed him secretary of war, and three 
monthe later he was transferred to the office 
of attorney general, which he held until the 
close of Grant’s term. In later years he was 
a candidate for the senate and for governor 
of Ohio, but resumed his practice, which was 
not interrupted until he was appointed min- 
ister to Austria by President Arthur. From 
there he Was sent to St. Petersburg, where 
he contracted illness from which he never 
fully refovered, dying in 1891. 

In 1841 he married Fannie Phelps, hig boy- 
hood sweetheart in Vermont. In 1852 she 
died, leaving two sons, Charles Phelps Taft 
and Peter Rawson Taft, the latter of whom 
died several years ago. 

In 1854 he married Louise M. Torrey of 
Millbury, Mass. The first child by this mar- 
riage was William Howard Taft. 

Ne Sign of Race Suicide. 

Such is the stock from which the prest- 
dential timber of the repu@lican party has 
been chosen. A detailed account of the nota- 
ble accomplishments of all the members of the 
family would fill a volume, They are scat- 
tered through every state of the union, a 
statement that is supperted by the fact 
that while the five sons of the head of the 
family had an average of nearly ten children 
aplece, some of their early descendants had 
more than a score, and one Taft left thirty 
heirs to perpetuate the name.

Fraternity Considered Him an Author- 
ux on All Its Laws. 


Gilbert Wadsworth Barnard, well known 
to the masonic fraternity of Chicago and 
the United States, died at his residence, 3350 
Calumet avenue, at 1:25 o'clock this morn- 
ing after a lingering illness of several 

months. Heart disease was-the cause of his 
death. 

“Gi” W. Barnard, es he wea known to 
his friends, held more active masonic 
and had more degrees than any othér mem- 
ber of his order, so far as ip known. His 

numbered more than 800, a large 

on being conferred by collateral or- 
ders. The list of offices he held would be 
edntusing. 

‘During the laet few years of hie life Mr. 
“parnard devoted himself to running the ma- 
sonic bodies of Tijnois, directing his work 
from his office on the top floor of the Masonic 
temple, which is the Mecca for masonic pil- 
grime. He held until the last the secretary- 
ship of the Garden City Lodge, A. F. & A. 
M., his mother lodge. He was the active 
working force in ten big state bodies, writ- 
ing reports and directing all the detatls of 
the work. 

Expert in Masonic Law. 

Mr.. Barnard was an oracle on matters of 
precedent and interpretation of Masonic 
laws. All disputes that could not be settled 

elsewheré came to him for final judgment. 
His office was a storehouse of Masonic data, 
His own connection with Masonry began in 
1864. The side of the work which occupied 
him chiefly was the spirit of brotherhood car- 
ried into practice. His office was visited by 
thousands of Masons in difficulties, and-he 
always had help for them. 

Mr. Barnard was born in Palmyra, N. T., 
in 1884. His father was a farmer and re- 
moved to Jackson county, Mich., when he 
was an infant. Tne boy attended country 
schools and worked on the.farm until he was 
15 years old. Then he set his face towarfs 
Chicago, arriving here in 1849. For four’ 
years he worked as a clerk, and in 1852 he 
engaged in the sale of newspapers and mag- 
azines He joined the national guard and 
saw service in several riots. He allied him- 
self with the democrats and before the war 
was active politically, 


Officer Since 1864. 


In 1864 Mr. Barnard bought an interest in 
a manufacturing concern. Later he went into 
the Wholesale liquor business. On Dec. 6, 
1864. Mr. Barnard was made a maeter masonal 
in the Garden City lodge. He never has been 
out of masonic office sigte. He received the 
royal arch degree in Corinthian chapter, No. 
69, and passed on to the council degrees in 
Siloam council, No. 58, in March, 1871. He 
was given the Knight Templer degree in May, 
1872, in St. Bernard commandery, No. 35. 
He had already entered S ottish rite ma- 
sonry, being advanced through various Se- 
grees to the thirty-second degree in 1873. He 
Was promoted to active membership in the 
supreme council in 1891. 

Mr. Barnard joined the first temple of the 
Ancient Arabic Grdér of Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine on the introduction of that order in 
America about thirty-one years ago. This 
was Mecca temple, in New York City, but in 
later years Mr. Barnard transferred his mem- 
bership to Medinah temple, Chicago. This 
was the only masonic or semi-masonic order 
to which Mr. Barnard paid dues, as he was a 
life member of all the rest. 


Loved by Fraternity. 0 

Mr. Barnard was as beloved in the ranks 
of the plain masons of his lodge as if the 
highest honors of the craft were unknown. 
He was past high priest of Corinthian chap- 
ter No. 69 and past eminent commander of 
St. Bernard commandery No. 85, Knights 
Templar, and past commander in chief of 
Oriental consistory... 


HEAD OF ORTHODOX JEWS DEAD. 


Rabbi Joseph Komisarsky Expires at 
Michael Reese Hospital Fol- 
lowing Operation. 


Rabbi Joseph Komisarsky, 78 years old, 
one of the best known Jews in the west and 
head of the orthodox Jewish church in Chi- 
cago, died yesterday afternoon at the Michael 
Reese hospital, where he had undergo 
operation. He was taken to the hospital. ten 
days ago. He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
‘Judith Komisarsky, and by seven children: 
Mrs. B. Boffsky, 519 Robey street; Mrs. H

PERSIA IS TORN BY ANARCHY. 


Shah Is Reported Ready to Abdicate 
and Russia Prepares to 
. Intervene. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.—A dispateh 
received here from Baku says that a Rus- 
sian gunboat has entered the Persian port 
of Enzeli, on the Caspian sea, but the state- 
ment has not been confirmed. . The foreign 
office sees but few encouraging symptoms 
in the present state of anarchy that exists 
in Persia, The flash of spirit shown by the 
shah is not expected to have permanent re- 
suits, and it is considered quite possible 
that the shah might decide to take refuge 
either in the English or the Russian lega- 
tion at Teheran. Such an action, which 
would be entirely in accord with Persian 
customs, would de considered by Russia 
as tantamount to abdication. In this event 
the shah would be invited to retire abroad, 
and Russian. intervention would be confifed 
to protecting his life on the way to the fron- 
tler. Russian troops would not be used to

cago aldermen have been in the habit of pro- 
viding for their policemen under a resolution 
adopted by the council. This is improper and 
illegal, in the opinion of the court, as such 
action should ‘be taken only through an or- 
dinance, 


Oan Be Ousted Without Cause. 

As a result of the council's action in pro- 
viding. for its policemen under @ resolution 
the court holds there is no such office as a 
Chicago, ;patrolman. Consequently it is un- 
necessary to file charges akalnst a person 
purporting to hold such office to discharge 
him from the employment of the city. 

The court remarks that such a person 
might, be discharged at any time without 
cause and without notice. The fact that 
charges were preferred against him and @ 
hearing had has no element of an estoppel. 

Bullls was suspended from the police de- 
partment on Ney. 1. 1903, and was dis- 
charged the following January. He was re- 
instated on a proceeding which even found 
its way through the Supreme court. After 
his reinstatement he began suit on June 1. 
1906, for his salary from the date of his 
suspension until his reinstatement. The Su- 
preme court reverses the judgment of the 
triak court awarding Bullis $2,660, which 
was affirmed by the Appellate court; and 
orders the case remanded to the Superior 
court for new trial. 


Wheel Tax Ordinance Sustained. 


The Chicago wheel tax ordinance was de- 
clared valid and constitutional In a 
lengthy opinion the Supreme court sustained 
the judgment rendered in the Circult court 
against Hardér’s Fireproof Storage and Van 
company. which sought to test the law. The 
court holds that the legisiature has plenary 
power to enact a law authorizing cities to 
license wheeled vehicles for the privilege of 
using the streets, the procee of such 
licenses to be applied solely to a fund for 
the repair and maintenance of the streets. 

‘Accompanying this decision is another one 
on the same law. which holds that the act 
applies with equal force to automobiles, bug- 
gies, and carriages, whether used for pleas- 
ure or business purposes. In this decision 
the court reverses the action of the Circuit 
court, which granted an injunction to Charles 
C. Harder Jr. restraining the city from en- 
forcing the wheel tax ordinance against 
Nes vehicles owned by him which he held 

ere not hired out and therefore did not 
come within the scope of the law. 


Liquor Oase Ruling Reversed. 

The case of Mary Hedlung and other minor 
children of John Hedlung of Chicago against 
Oscar Meyer. and others for injury to their 
means of support caused by the intoxication 
of their father was reversed and remanded. 

In this case one Ulihlein and the Schlitz 
Brewing company were made. defendants 
after the bringing ot the suits because they 
were owners of buildings in which liquor was 
sold to Hedlung. They demiurred on the 
ground that they were not tnterested in the 
bulidings occupied by the original defendants 
and the demurrer was sustained. 

In reversing and remanding the case the 
Supreme court holds that it is not necessary 
that they be interested in the property occu- 
pied by the other defendants provided it is 
shown they were interested in other property 
where the plaintiffs were damaged by the 
selling of liquor to their father. 


Railroad Wins Subway Oase. 

The city loses its case against the Illinols 

Central railroad company to compel the co 
pany to reconstruct the pavement and repair 
the sidewalks at the subway cro@sing at. Six- 
ty-third street. ‘This was a test case, the de- 
cision in which is applicable in All the II- 
nois Central subway crossings. 
By erdinance the city undertook to .compél 
the IHinois Centra? to maintain the subway 
paverbentand sidewalks. The railroad com- 
pany refused to obey. Theretipon the city 
sought a. writ of mandamus to compel the 
work, 

The Supreme court, while having no doubt 
of the right et the state to require the cor- 
poration to do anything reasonably necessary 
for the protection and safety of persone and 
property crossing the rallroad track, believes 
no other object or purpose would justify the 
state in adding this additional burden to the 
provisions of the contract between, ſt and the 
corporation, as set out in. the company’s 
charter. 

By a bare majority the court knocked out 
sections 119 and 120 of the practice act of 
1907. These sections stipulate that in case 
of appeal and the justices of the Appellate 
court are divided in opinion. on the law or 
facts, both,the facts and the law shall stand 
for review in. the Supreme court. 


Ruling Favors Phone Company. 

In the case of the Ilinois Glass company 
versus the Chicago Telephone company, the 
lilinols Manufacturers“ association loses its 
fight to recover telephone overcharges. The 
glass company had made a contract with the. 
telephone company for metallic’ service at 
$175 a year. It paid this rate for five years 
and them appealed to the courts to recover 
the difference between $125 and $175. It 
claimed that under the ordinance the tele- 
phone company was compelled to render the 
best possible service for not more than $125 a 
year. The Supreme court's decision is that 
the telephone company had no legal right to 
charge more than $125 and that the glass 
company could not have been compelled to 
pay more. But it entered into a valid con- 
tract and paid the larger sum voluntarily 
without fraud; mistake of fact, or other 
ground for annulling the contract, and there- 
fore it cannot recover the difference. 


PLAN TO PAY THOMASES DEBTS. 


Pact to Wipe Out $3,000,000 Liabil- 
ities by Installments Agreed Te 
by Nearly All Creditors. 


New York, June 18.—[Spectal. IE. R. and 
O. F. Thomas and the firm of Robert Maclay 
& Co. have consented to the bank creditors’ 
plan for the liquidation of their affairs. They 
agree to put up $200,000 in part payment for 
their $8,000,000 indebtedness, turn over to 
a committee of creditors all their property, 
and pay $100,000 a year until the debt is

Marksmen Save New York. 


Splendid marksmanship with the heavy 
guns at the harbor entrance saved New York 
City from figurative capture by. a hostile 
fleet tonight. Riddled as they wers by shells 
during a reconnotsanee earlier in the day, the 
enemy's battleships and cruisers played the 
“war game ceterminegly by returning to 
the attack shortly after drk. 

At 8 o'clock, suspecting the fleet's appear- 
ance, the call to arms was sounded and the 
forts’ searchlights began to play upon the 
waters outside. Rod by rod they were ilumi- 
nated and finally the leading battleship (rep- 
resented by an army tugboat) was made out 
off Cofiey Island way. The entire battery of 
searchlights at Fort Familton and at Fort 
Wacsworth was then brought to play upon 
the enemy's vessels. 8 

Hundreds of Shots Fired. 

Simultaneously the guns broke loose. 
Fort Hamilton discharged about 200 shots at 
the coming fleet. Nearly as many sped forth 
from the Wadsworth guns. The withering 
fire was too much for the fleet. Long before 
it had traversed half the distance it would 
have had to make before it won the way by 
the forts and held New York at its mercy it 
was not only put out of action. but wiped out 
of existence. The arbiters: of the mimic 
war declared it completely disposed of, fig- 
uratively sunk. The land forces had con- 
ducted a successful defense of the American 
metropolis.

It was this same stern but extremely wise 
parental order which took Taft away from 
the rest of the fellows early in the evening. 
After a jolly dinner at one of the boarding 
clubs the big, bull necked student would 
stroll down to the fence and participate in 
the usual songs of jollying which were the 
inevitable accompaniments of mere pres- 
ence in that historic and sacred place. Then 
might come a stroll down the street and a 
half hour or more in some of the various 
resorts then @ffected by the students. 

There were evenings when half an evening 
would be passed at Mory's,“ but every one 
knew that long before the crowd started 
back towards the college Taft would manage 
to disappear, and by the time the late songs 
were sung on the fence every one could see 
the dim ligat of his student lamp, and knew 
that he war grinding for the morrow’s les- 
sons. 

Young Tatt was not one of your brilliant 
students. That is to say, everything that 
came to him came from hard work, and I 
believe that has been the dominant charac- 
teristic of his whole life. There were other 
fellows, one of whom is a bank president, I 
think, in Boston, and the other I know isa 
clever lawyer, and a third the head of a 
great trust company in New, York, who 
enatched knewledge quickly. They could 
learn things in half the time Taft took. It 
was necessary for him to go at a thing la- 
boricusiy and wen tirelessly. He studied 
until late at night, and his recitations in the 
class were conducted with an absence of 
brilliance, showing that it was no offhand 
effort. 


Thorough in All His Work. 


On the other hand, there was a solidity, a 
permanence about the knowledge that he ac- 
quired through his studies which always 
Was recognized by the other fellows and by 
all of the students. He wrote out carefully 
the most elaborate summaries, made pains- 
taking analyses, and would with great labor 
personally corroborate the correctness of 
long chemical formule. 


There was nothing frothy, nothing dashy, 


but nothing obscure. If he had an essay to 
write, it was almost wholly lacking in literary 
gracefulness, but one could depend upon it 
that it was full of meat.

It was during his early days in Cincinnati 
immediately following his graduation, so Sec- 
retary Taft told me one evening as we walked 
in the dusk around the Washington monu- 
ment, that he got the real foundation of the 
sound legal knowledge which has made him 
famous in his profession, aside from all polit- 
ical position. 


Learned Law as a Reporter. 

He had a year as law reporter on two of 
the Cincinnati papers immediately following 
his admission to the bar. Then he was 
made assistant prosecuting attorney in 
January, 1881, because that was-at the time 
when the people of Cincinnati were engaged 
in a spasmodic effort to reform the judiciary 
and clean up the court machinery generally. 

I had to learn law,“ the secretary said, 
“because I had to prepare every case for 
myself. I learned then the foundation of 
tral by jury, and thrdughout all my work 
on the bench I found that the two things

People in Cincinnati never are tired of tell- 
ing the story of how not long after he came 
back from college a member of the family 

was libeled in a daily newspaper and how 
the young student, without saying much at 
home, read the offending article, dropped 
down town, hunted up the editor, and 
promptly pounded him to a jelly. 

Many people might get the idea from this 
that the young lawyer who has now become 
the republican candidate for the president 
was or is of a quarrelsome disposition. Noth- 
ing could be farther from the truth. He was 
powerfully built, strong as an ox, but I 
never knew of his, allowing himself to be 
forced into a quarrel of any kind unless 
there. Was ample justification for it. He 
was the peacemaker not the trouble breeder, 
and I do not believe {he man lives who can 
say that Taft used hig great strength at any 
time in an unfair war. 


Fairness a Dominant Characteristic. 

This characteristic has followed him 
throughout his whole Nfe. Fairness in his 
treatment. of other men is the constant char- 
acteristic of William Howard Taft. It is 
hard to swerve him to the right or left if he 
thinks there is duty ahead. It is practically 
useless to appeal to him to do a wrong thing 
because of Choice of friendship or of political 
policy. He is not at all stern, sees what is 
best to do in a polit way with extraordi- 
nary vividness, but never can be persuaded to 
compromise what he considers an essential 
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4 
principle of life. He would be a daring man 
who would go to Secretany Taft today and 
propose to him to do a thing he knew to be 
radically | wrong, merely because it would 
Delp his election. 

Most people do not expect a man who has 
been successful as a judge to be equally so as 
an administrative officer. The general idea 
is that the mén on the bench deals with ab- 
stractions, with theories of law, with ele- 
mental principles, and that he is on that ge- 
count absolutely unfitted for administering 
ordinary business affairs. 

In the case of Taft ekddtly the contrary 
has proved true. That he Was successfu! as a 
judge no one will think of denying. That he 
has been 4 marvelous administrator hae 
more recently developed, to the surprise even 
of his own friends. 

The secretary oncg told me how it was that 
this executive capacity was developed while 
he was still on the bench, so that when he 
came to undertake the work in the Philip- 
pines he found it Was not nearly as strange 
as he expected it to be. 


Business Training on the Bench. 

At the time when he was on the federal 
bench his circuit extended over Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, and Tetinessee. This covered the 
period from March, 1892, until he went tothe 
Philippines. That was the time of the panic. 
A good deal of northern capital had been in- 
vested in Kentucky and Tennessee, and when 
the hard times came one corporation after 
another went to pieces. 

Almost before he realized the situation the 
young judge found he was expected to ad- 
minister the affairs of railroads, coal mines, 
grocery corporations, banks, tobacco pianta- 
tions, stock farms; and almost every kind 
of enterprise in which northern capita] could 
be induced to enter. They were all in pro- 
ceedings which obliged the federal judge 
to appoint receivers and to assume general 
direction of multitudinous business affairs. 

Do you know, said the secretary, during 
a casual conversation at his house regard- 
ing the details of his professional career, 
“that when I went to the Phil-ppines the 
thing which disturbed me most was whether 
I could possibly learn how to administer 
purely executive affairs: I was astonished 
more than anybody else when. I discovered 
that the process of running a government 
was exactly like that of conducting a big 
corporation. There were hundreds and thou- 
sands of new situations to be met, but the 
same thing occurs in business life. I found 
thet executive experience had come to me 
while I was on the bench, owing to the hard 
times. If it had been a prosperous period 
the chances are I would have been unfamiliar 
with the general executive work, because 
there would have been fewer receiverships 


and bankruptcies, and the federal court, as

Has High Ideals of Duty. 

Speaking of the Philippines here is the real 
story of just how Mr. Taft came to go to those 
islands. 

Part of it wae told to me by Mark Hanna, 
part by Secretary Root, and the rest by Mr. 
Taft hinygelf. I think I hdve written thestory 
before, but it ig worth doing it again because 
it fllustrates fetter than anything eise I 
know the * dyna: in the career of William 
Howard Ta a note with which the Ameri- 
can people are certain to become proudly fa- 
millar during Nis administration if the re- 
publicans win the election in November. This 
is the subjecfion of himself to his ideals of 
duty. It began when he was a boy in college. 
He recognized the wisdom of the will of his 
father in insisting that he should not waste 
time on college athietics and he devoted 
himself jaboriously to his studies when all 
the instincts of the man carried kim out 
across the green flelds and over the dancing 
waters of New Haven bay. 

‘During the year which followed the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of peace between the United 
States and Spain there was a conetant war- 
fare in the islands. Aguinaldo was on the 
warpath and it required a great many soi- 
diers to hem him in. 

Teaching a Lesson to the Natives. 

Actual cfyil government was impossible, 
and yet President McKinley and Elihu Root, 


the secretary of war, with the constant a» 
sistance and advice of John Hay, secret@ry of 
state, began to plea for the time when it 
would be possible to put a civilian in charge 
and give the natives, at least of Luson a 
taste of real free government. 

All three of the men held, in spite of the 
advice of some distingwished army officers, 


that the best way to pacify the Filipinos and 


to render the wee of an army unnecessary, 
was to set up a form of goverument independ- 
ent of the military and give tue natives «a 
chance to see what an honest form of gov- 
ernment was like. 

It was determined to send out to the la- 
lands a commission to be headed by some un- 
usually good man, who would codperaté with 
the military authorities at first, and who at 
the earliest possible moment would become 
the firet civil governor of the Philippines. 

The country was canvassed and the name 
of one nublic man after another was sug- 
gested. To Mark Hanna and to McKinley 
came almost at the same time the suggestion 
of Judge Taft. Both of them knew him, 
knew his integrity, knew his ideals, and be- 


lieved that his experience on the bench was 


just what was necessary to fit him for the 
strange duty across the Pacific. 

It was finally decided to tender the office to 
Taft, but it was scarcely belleved he could be 
induced to accept. He wad’ young, ambitious, 
with a good future before him at home, hold- 
ing a life position from which he could retire 


in his old age with full pay. Moreover, there 

was good ground to believe be was not par- 
ticularly in sympathy at the t with the 
proposition to take and hold the Philippines, 
It was evident that it would take strong ar-

MRS. TAFT A WOMAN OF 
DOMESTIC TASTES. 


Mrs. William Howard Taft is a woman 
of individuality, a woman of strength of 
character and independence of beNef, al- 
though her principal forte in life is the care 
of her home and children and the second- 
ing of her husband's public career. 

Mrs. Taft is.a college woman herself and 
her daughter, Helen, is a student in Bryn 
Mawr. 

Mrs. Taft is a firm believer of higher 
education for women. Not as it is conducive 
to masculinity but as it develops and rounds 
out the femininity which is the charm of 
every woman. In speaking on the subject 
recently she saig 

Higher education for women? My 
daughter has, eiected to take a full college 
course and is now studying very diligently 
at Bryn Mawr to equip herself for entrace 
into the college, probably next autumn. I 
believe in the best and most thorough edu- 
cation for every one, men dnd women, and it 
is my proudest boast that all my children are 
btudious. My idea about higher culture for 
women is that it makes them great in intel- 
lect and soul, develops the lofty conception 
of womanhood; not that it makes them a 
poor imitation of a man. 

Not Inferior to Man. 

Jam old-fashioned enough to believe that 

woman is the complement of man, and that 


what is most feminine about her is most at- 


tractive to man, and therefore of the greatest 
utility to the world. No fundamental super- 
fority or inferiority between the two appears 
plain to me. The only superiority lies in the 
way in which the responsibilities of life are 
discharged. 

Viewed in this light: some wives are su- 
perior to their husbands; some husbands to 
their wives; some girls to their brothers, 
and women to men in varying circumstances. 
Education for women, and as much as is ob- 
tainable; possesses, to my mind, far greater 
advantages than the commercial one of pro- 
viding a means for making a livelihood. This 
is very great when necessary, but for the ag- 
gregate woman the highest mission is the 


ability to preside over a home and to fulfill 


the highest obligations ofga home with grace, 
dignity and exalted sense of duty. 8 
Effect of College - Course. 

“Tt does not seem to me that a college 
course makes a girl either unfit for domestic 
obligations or masculine in her tastes. All 
women are not called on to preside over a 
home or to rear children, but I think that all 
broad- minded women concede that this is 
the loftiest type of usefulness. 

„Few in my opinion, find intellectual or 
professional triumphs more desirable or 
more satisfying than that moral greatness 
which makes a woman reign a queen even 
in the humblest home, réigning equally over 
the heart of her husband and by the rever- 
ence with which she inspires her children. 
As for masculinity which comes from a col- 
lege course, why, every sensible girl wants 
to become great and learned as a woman, 
not as a man, and she avoids acquiring all 
habits which have that tendency.” 

Believes Women Shouid Vote. 

Mrs. Taft is a woman suffragist, byt says: 

I have always believed that women should 
vote. I favor hestowing flpon them eyery 
civic right, but I should like to putin a pro- 
hibitory elause debarring them from running 
for public office. With women running for

, Mrs. Taft is a musician of note. Saves 
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is keen to the interests of musicians ‘and 


artists. ; 

Mrs. Taft has looked earnestly into the 
question of government aid for music. She 
thinks the time is coming when the govern- 
ment will extend assistance to the develop- 
ment of art and music to a degree unknown in 
American cities, Mrs. Taft deplores the 
trouble between union and nonunion per- 
formers in orchestral organizations, and 
thinks there should be some compromise 
between the union and nonunion musicians, 
because, as conditions are now, she thinks 
there are serious impediments to the proper 
cultivation of the musical spirit. 

Mrs. Taft is a linguist. As mistress of the 
White house she will be able to converse with 
diplomats and foreign statesmen in their 
Own tongue, She devotes some part of every 
day to the/study of foreign languages 
French and Spanish bene her favoriies. 
She reads musical reviews from every part 
of the world where music is a power, in ad- 
dition to magazines devoted to public ques- 
tions and: the best current literature. 


Delights in Foreign Travel. 

Foreign travel, after reading and music, is 
Mrs, .Taft’s delight. She talks most enter- 
tainingly of her recent sojourn in the orient 
and never wearies of relating incidents and 
adventures of the journey. across the Pacific 
through the Philippines, Japan, oe and 
“Europe. 

Mrs. Taft is proud of her achievement as 
a shopper. She spent three hours in Paris, 
yet she did shopping enough for a year. 

“I bought lingerie gowns, hats, and other 
garments,’ she said, not only for myself 


but for my daughter and some friends who 


had intrusted me with commissions. 

“I telegraphed to a firm with which I 
had dealt and asked to have these things 
ready for inspection. I jumped into a cab 
upon arriving in Paris and went diréct to 
the store. I tried on things, was fitted, meas- 
ured, and generally inspected for the outer 
garments in less than an hour, and all the 
remaining time I could took at novelties and 
select the smaller things.“ 

Has No Fads or Fancies. 
Mrs. Taft is original and initiative, but she 


has never dabbled in the realm of isms. She 


has no cults, no fads, no fancies. She is 
versatile and has many interests; but every- 
thing to which she lays her hand ta something 
Qf profit to her family in an intellectual and 
moral sense. She is a great reader and one of 
her favorite authors is George Eliot. Her 
sense of humor is as keen as her husband's. 

Mrs, Taft has never made the mistake of 
letting her husband outgrow her in his inter- 
ests. She is informed on all subjects that 
interest or touch his career. If “Will,” as 
she calls the big statesman, becomes Inter- 
ested in some dry as dust claesic or some 
weighty treatise on anything whatever she 
linmediately studies up on the same thing and 
just, when he wishes some broadminded man 
might drop in to discuss those affairs with 
him his wife gives him. her views. This is one 
of the secrets of the comradeship between 
. sie and wife as Mr. and Mrs. Taft have

Mrs. Taft’s paramount pleasure lies always 
in her home, which is filled with almost price- 
less momentoes @f her life abroad. The 
gobelin tapestry that hangs on the walls of 
her music room was a gift from the empress 
of Japan, and the gold lacquer box with pearl 
lilies carved upon it represents a parting 
souvenir of the emperor himself. 

Chinese carvings and teakwood and ivory 
and silver bowls of unique workmanship are 
all gifts from Chinese and Japanese friends. 

Her drawing room is paneled in rose bro- 
cade and painted in ivory. The furniture is 
rose and gold. Her own room is furnished in 
blue, her favorite color. She knows what is 
coming on her breakfast table and always 
breakfasts with her husband. She never 
leaves him at home alone in the evenings un- 
less she has work to do which would deprive 
her of his companionship. 

Mrs. Taft is an ardent Epigcopalian. Her 
husband is a member of the Unitarian church, 
and this is the only point upon which they 
differ. However, they pursue their different 
religious beliefs in perfect harmony. Mrs. 
Taft adheres strictly to all that her church 
ordains and is one of the few women in offi- 
cial life who has not yielded to the growing 
cosmopolitanism of Sunday entertainments.

It is rarely that Mrs. Taft, wife of William 
H. Taft, allows herself a vacation. She is 
a frail appearing woman, but, nevertheless, 
possessed of great activityiand nerve force. 

Last summer, however, she felt that her 
nerves: were playing her false, and, at the 
‘earnest solicitation of her husband, she and 
‘her three children, in company with a friend 
from. Cincinnati, took a cgttage in Oxford, 
England, and there passed a most delightful 
summer. 2 

While in this restful spot Mrs. Taft took 
to rowing and never a fine day but she 
would row ten or twelve miles on the Cher- 
well. When the weather would be rainy and 
disagreeable she would give up her boating, 
but she could not be persuaded to remain 
within doors.

OF WHITE HOUSE.

Washington society is promised another 
White house débutante in Miss Helen Taft, 
daughter of the republican nominee for presi- 
dent. But the social set of the capital must 
wait another two years before welcoming this 
new arrival, for Miss Taft, now in her eight- 
eenth year, must finish her work at Bryn 
Mawr before entering into her new world. 


Merely a School Girl. 

As the sole and single daughter of the 
White bouse,’’-the succession of Miss Taft to 
the position will attract additional interest 
from the fact that until the present she has 
been merely a school girl. 

When Miss Alice Roosevelt became, after a 
long hiatus, the daughter of the presidential 
house, she was Miss Roosevelt and possessed 
of her indjviduality. Miss Taft as a school 
girl, compahion of her mother in the whole- 
some atmosphere of the Taft family life, must 
prove a revelation to those who may have the 
pleasure of meeting this “first daughter of 
the land.“ 

Knowing the domestic ideas and ideals of 
the mother, the general public must have in 
mind as a first expectation a daughter of two 
sane, unaffected parents to whom home has 
been paramount. To be daughter in the full 
sense to such parents would suggest a charm- 
ing nalveté and simplicity which this future 
débutante may bring to a jaded Washington 
society. It will be 1910 before the young 
woman comes into her own estate at the cap- 
ital. What manner of daughter of the re- 
public will she probe to be? 

Helen Taft has just been discovered by the 
world at large. although her younger broth- 
er Charlie and her elder brother Robert 
have been filling space in the newspapers 
for several years. Part of this is due to her 
own dislike for public notice and part to her 
mother’s ideas of the proper training for a 
young girl. Mrs. Taft is a strong believer in 
old fashioned ideas.of home life, which point 
to turning all of the knowledge of the daugh- 
ters of the family to practical use, 


Achieves Distinction in School. 

These plans of her mother do not mean 
that Miss Helen is not to be given an educa- 
tion which will allow her to take her part in 
the world at large which she will face in 
the future. The daughter, when a little more 
than 16. finished her work at the National 
Cathedral school in Washington, And then 
was sent to Bryn Mawr, where she ended her 
work in the sophomoré class last March. 
Miss Helen*evidently has inherited much of 
the brilligpey which made her father and 
other members of the house of Taft honor 
men at Yale, for she has achieved great dis- 
tinction as a student at all of the schools 
she has attended. 

With all of her accomplishments she has 
none of that “Arumpjshness with which 
young women, heralded as learned, genera!l- 
ly are supposed to possess in a great share. 
On the contrary, she is wholesome and whole 
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3 with an engaging 8 of man- 
ner. unaffected and wholly unspolled. 
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Lacks Qualities of-a &: 
Miss Taft. is wholly lacking in the qualities 
which enter into the making of a “snob,” 


and it is difficult to believe she will allow her 


head to become turned by the adulation 
which comes as the share of the popular idol, 
even when she becomes the * first e 
in the land.“ 

Many see in Helen Taft's features a dis- 
tinet regeniblance to her father. Miss Taft 
gives promise of becoming , a tall, stately 
woman, and it is almost certain she will sur- 
pass her mother in stature, for Mrs. Taft isa 
woman of no more than medium height. 


Her favorite diversion is. reading, but she 


also is a devotee of out of door exercise, and 
she leads an open air existence in the months 
the family spends at their ree 6 home at 
Murray Bay, Quebec.  “ 

Has Seen Much of World. : 

While Miss Taft has not been.a globe trot- 
ter as has her younger brother Charlie, who 
was u member of the famous Taft party 
which toured the world, she has had to, a 
marked extent the broadening influence of 
travel: She has had one season in Eur 
and also was a resident of the far east while 
her father was governor general of the 
Philippines. While there she succeeded in 
adding several oriental dialects to her store 
of languages. She is said to be a fluent 
speaker of Spanish and French. 

Even while in Europe Miss Helen managed 
to avoid the public gaze. It was while her 
father was secretary of war that she, with 
her mother, became for a time residents of 
England. The family rented a home at Ox- 
ford and there they passed a quiet, restful 
summer. The great part of the time was 
spent in rowing on the peaceful Cherwell, at 
which sport Miss Helen became almost as 
expert as her brothers. 


Fond of Long Walks. 

Long walks were another form of athletics 
to which the family gave much time, and 
the habits \formed there still remain with 
the mother and daughter. Neither thinks 
highly of horseback riding, an exercise in 
which Mr. Taft delights, and the sight of 
them riding in thé parks in Cincinnati or 
Washington are infrequent. With Mr. Taft, 
his daughter and wife agree in shunning the 

automoblle as a means of getting about. 

Miss Helen has had none of the petting”to 
‘which many of the girls of the present day are 
e She has no maid of her own, 
nor, in fact, has her mother. They are more 
companions than parent and child and in the 
little duties about the home each does the 
things which aid in the Hfe of the other. The 
mother has been a friendly adviser to the 
daughter in all of her troubles and the vexa- 
tions, of her school work and will assume full 
charge of her life when she becomes one of 
the leaders in the great Washington society 
world. 

Miss Taft an Episcopalian, 

The result of this companfonship already 
is seen in the life-of the two. Only in re- 
ligious matters are Mr. Taft.and his wife 
divided and this difference is followed out in 
the children. Miss Helen, like her mother, 
is an ardent Episcopalian, while the boys, 
with their father, attend the Unitarian 
church. The mother’s ideas of the things 
her church ordains are rigidly adhered to by

Temperament Like Her Mother. 

Thus, while Miss Helen Taft may bear phys- 
ical likeness to her father, no one who knows 
the Taft family will question her tempera- 
mental likeness to her mother... Seeking to an- 
ticipate the future daughter of the White 
house, it is clear that the quiet, self con- 
tained, home loving mother is the standard 
by which the daughter is t@*be mgasured. 

No one is better satisfied with this religious 
and social adherence to the ideals of the 
mother than is Secretary Taft himself. It 
is characteristic of the man who loves his 
wife to look on with satisfaction When the 
daughter follows the mother’s footsteps. 
There is a pretty and sentimental attach- 
ment between mother apd daughter upon 
which Secretary Taft looks With all the 
complaisant equanimity which is in his na- 
ture. He would spare a son, even, to the 
same little niche of sectionalism which has 


come about in his family, only that the 


mother is as willing that the sons should 
be as like the father as they may choose 
to be. 

Wise woman that she is, the daughter has 
all the cénfidences of the mother. Ignorance 
in the Taft decalogue is not to be confused 
with innocence, and yet in the same sense 
it is recognized that know ledge of the world 
need not be a bar to the period of childhood. 

That the public in general will hear little 
or nothing of Miss Helen until she becomes 
one of the capital's leaders of saciety is evi- 
dent even now. . 

Guarded from the Writers. 

While her brothers, even the younger have 
become well known for theif deeds, Charles 
being a leader with Quentin Roosevelt in 
pranks, Miss Taft's life has been closely 
guarded to keep the writers from giving 
her unwelcome attention. 


While in Manila Miss Taft was not allowed 


to take too prominent a part in the amuse- 
ments of the Americans there, and in Cin- 
cinnati and Washington she is kept almost 
as much in the background, which, for her, 
means the Taft home. 

This retirement. however, is anything but 
displeasing to her, and it is even predicted 
that, when the excitement of her débutante 
days wears off, Miss Helen win prefer her 
home, her books, and her outdoor life to the 
joys of the ballroom.

Taft’s mother was Louisa Torrey Taft of 
Millbury, Mass. She was from a New Eng 
land family of as sturdy lineage as that of 
her husband and her home instincts and ster- 
ling influence had as much to do with the 
character building of her sons as the guiding 
hand of her distinguished husband. 

Mr. Taft and his brothers throughout their 
youth enjoyed that inspiring part of life, a 
yearly visit to grandmother.” Back to Min- 
bury every year Mrs. Taft took her boys and 
they grew up with fond memories of the 
quaint old town and its historic neighboring 
city of Worcester. 

Milibury people know Taft and feel that one 
of their own sons has been signaled out for 
distinction by the republican party After 
Judge Alphonso Taft died his widow returned 
to Millbury, each of her sons having estab- 
lished a home of his own. and lived with ber 
maiden sister until her death last winter. 

Abroad When Mother Died. 

Mrs. Louisa Taft's matronty affection and 
love sc impressed her big son that he visited 
her every time he had a chance, and during 
his enforced journeys about the country he 
was always Solicitous as to her welfare. Dur- 
ing her illness his first question at every step 
was, How is mother?’ 

When Secretary Taft was ordered to make 
his tour argund the world he wished to avoid 
it; he feit he should stay near his mother. 
But duty forced him to go and Louisa Taft 
died while her son was abroad, just complet- 
ing his world tour. 
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Berlin and Parts, he returned to Cincinnati 
and formed a law partnership with Sus, Ed- 
ward F. Noyes. 

Gharles P. Taft's domestic aral also 
were running along a smooth path. He 
married the daughter of David Sinton, one 
of the wealthy men of Ohio, and eventually 
came into control of what is said to be the 
largest individual fortune in Ohio, generally 
estimated at upwards of twenty millions. 

For hie father-in-law Taft had great ad- 
miration, which was returned with interest 
by that hard headed man of business, and 
this marriage probably is responsible for his 
ultimately leaving the law for the mare 
strenuous field of business. 

He Becomes an Editor. 
When Gen. Noyes was hominated for the 
governorship and Taft for the legislature the 
firm broke up, but Taft resumed his practice 
/on the completion of his term. Within ten 
years, the cal) of business proving too strong, 
he abandoned the law and bought the Cin- 
cinnati Times. This paper was combinéd 
with the Star and for twenty years failed to 
pay its way. Taft, however, was not the kind 
to give up the ship, even though it appeared 
to be sinking. In spite of the protests of his 
father-in-law, who didn't want Taft’s name

SUCCESS. 


Without William Howard Taft the house 
of Taft would be ranked as among the great- 
est in the country. From father to son for 
several generations there has descended the 
typical Taft character. They are deep think- 
ers, hard workers, and clean men morally. 

Most of them have been big men physically 
and almost without exception they have been 
big men mentally. The father of the-pres- 
ent generation of Tafts was a six footer with 
a massive head. The youngest son, Horace 
D. Taft, ie a man six feet four inches in 
height. Henry Taft is a sizable man and 
William Howard looms large in the public 
eye longitudinally, latitudinaily, and, above 
all, mentaliy. 

Story of Charles P. Taft. 

Of the four sons of Gen. Grant's attorney 
general one is a statesman in the true sense 
of the word, one is a financier, one a lawyer, 
and the youngest a student. The eldest of 
these great sont of a great father is Charles 
P. Taft, who Is fourteen years older than his 
famous brother, Although lacking the 
typical stature of the Tafts, he has their 
other characteristics; he has the Taft nose, 
straight and high, and built on generous 
lines; his eyes are large, blue, and honest 
looking, and he possesses the genial nature 


to the business, and in the end had the satis- 
faction of showing his father-in-law he had 
made a success, 

Interested in Champion Cubs? 

It is of interest to the baseball fans to 
know. that, according to general report, 
Charies P. Taft is interested in the Chicago 
National league club. Although it is not 
known for certain that he has a financial 
interest, it is supposed that he is the man 
behind the gun, and certainly he takes an 
interest as a fan both in the Cubs pnd in 
the club in his home town. Mr. Murphy, 
president of the world champions, was 
working for Mr. Taft as a sporting writer 
when he was called to take charge of the 
Chicago team. 

One of the chief characteristics of Charles 
P. Taft, in fact of all the family, is his love 
for his brother. He seems to take more de- 
light in the achievements of “ Will” than 
in anything he can accomplish himself. 
Knowing the good qualities of the war sec- 
retary it a not surprising that his brother 
should have been one of the first and cer- 
tainly one of the most ardent of his sup- 
porters. 

Knows His Brother’s Worth. 

Long before the public realized that Win- 
iam Taft was a man of presidential caliber 
his brother Knew that he would make a 
president of the best kind. 


in partnership with his father he decided he 
could do more, good as à teacher than as a 
lawyer. Giving up a dwerative practice in 
Cincinnati ana the chances for a still greater 
one he took an obscure tutorship in Yale in 
1887. 

It is a long step downward in a financial 
way from a good law practice to a tutorship 
or even to a-full professorship in Yale, but 
Horace Taft, like his brothers, was willing 
to sacrifice his own interests for what he 
considered his duty. 

After three years apprenticeship in the 
business of teaching he established a school 
for boys on the shores of Long Island Sound 
in the fall of 1890. Starting with two instruc- 
tors and seventeen pupils ne has built up the 
school so that now the Taft school is one of 
the largest of the Yale feeders. 

Moves School to Connecticut. 

For three years the school thrived on the 
shores of the sound, but in the spring of 93 
Mr. Taft took advantage of a chance to en- 
large it. At that time the old Warren house, 
a far famed hotel of the old style, situated 
at Watertown, Conn., was for sale, and Mr. 
Taft moved his school to that place the fol- 
lowing autumn. Not only was the location of 
the hotel building ideal, but an old racetrack 
which stood near it made an excellent ath- 
letic field. But it was not inthe geographical

The main purpose of the publication is to 
educate the voters on questions of impor- 
tance to the state of Connecticut, and the 
policy will be to confine it entirely to local 
matters in spite of the fact that this means a 
restricted circulation.

MR. TAFT AS HORSEMAN 
TRIES NO STRENU- 
OUS STUNTS. 


Horseback riding is one of the pleasures 
to which Secretary Taft gives as much of his 
time as possible. He is a good horseman, 
but not as good as President Roosevelt 
For this there are obvious reasons. 


The Taft stature is not ideal for an eques- 


trian, for one thing, and another is that the 
War secretary probably did not have the early 
training in horseback riding and the genera! 
management of horses that has been the lot of 
the president. 

Though often seen mounted on the big 
steed that was selected by army experts 
for his use in his rides in Rock Creek park 
and the country surrounding Washington, 
Mr. Taft seldom is to be observed handling 
He trusts 
his coachman for this, when his daughter 
or Mrs. Taft do not drive down to the state, 
War, and navy building to take him home 
from work in the evening. 


Never Leaps High Fences. 
Magazines and newspapers have printed 


many pictures of President Roosevelt on 
‘horseback, leaping six rail fences, and gal- 


loping at breakneck speed over hill and dale. 
You never saw such a picture of Taft. There 
is only one reason for this. He never did it. 

The secretary has too much compassion 
for the horse to expect him to leap sfx-rail 
fences and jump rivers with more than 300 
pounds on his back. If his horse becomes 
fractious the secretary manages to sit hirn, 
for he has been taught by men who are in 
the class of the world’s best horseback riders 


that of the United States army's cavalry. 
“Phe secretary's orderly, who accompanies 


him on his rides, is a horseman surpassed 
by none. This orderly can ride any horse 
that ever champed a bit, any Borse that any 
man ever rode. He can ride standing up, 
lying down, or any way a horse can be ridden. 

Mr. Taft likes to watch his orderly do 
“stunts” on his horse, but he tries none of 
them himself. He wants no hurdles, but 
prefers to take his morning or evening gal- 
lop on the fiat. To horseback riding Mr. 
Taft attributes a reduction in his weight, 
and this and the fresh air he gets, together 
with the exercise, is his principal reason for 
his adoption of the saddle. 


President Roosevelt enjoys all of these 


benefits also, but the daring spirit of the 
president makes the creek jumping, the 
tence leaping, and the mad gallop things to 
be desired in a horseback ride. The president 
‘spent much time on a ranch, and few cow- 
boys on it were better riders. Taft has had 
none of this experience. He rode little be- 
fore going to Washington, though he is said 
to have enjoyed a canter once in a while when 
he lived in Cincinnati. He hae good horses in 
his Washington stable, in addition to those 
to which he is entitled from the war depart- 
ment, but he is not as good a judge of horaec- 
fiesh as President Roosevelt, knows less 


About the fine points of the aalmal, and less 


About its defects and ills. 

Taft loves his horses and probably knows 
enough about them to suit his own ends, but 
it ie not likely that he will ever have the 
distinction enjoyed by Secretary Root, who 
is credited with owning the finest horses in 
all Washington, where fine steeds for all 


‘purposes are to be seen on the streets and 


avenues nearly all hours in the day.

Taft's visit to Panama in the year of 1005 
fs an event which will never be forgotten 
by those so vitally interested in the con- 
struction of the Panama canal.

Ordinance Being Drawp Up. 

The ordinance is being drawn up dy As- 
sistant. Corporation Counsel Howard Hayes, 
‘who drew the bakeshop ordinance. Ald, 
Scully, who will introduce it, started out with 
the sole Mes of stopping the sale of bulk ice 
cream to children. The other provisions are 
advocated by. Dr. George Koehler of the 
health department as the outgrowth ofacru- 
eade which he has been carrying on against 
we cream sellers who retail an impure 
product. 

Opposition from tke larger dealers already 
has centered upon the plan of having the 
amount of butter. fat determined by a city 
ordinance, Under the state laws ice créam 


must have 12 per cent of butter fat, while 


federal laws demand 14 per cent. 

According to Dr. Koehler, any cream that 
is cream at all must show 24 per cent of butter 
fat, and the percentage runs frequentiy to 
84 and even 48 in samples examined in the 
laboratories, so that at a 12 per cent basis 
the manufacturer can make more than two 
gallons of ice cream from one of cream. 
Cream is sold to retailers at from 65 to 70 
cents per gallon, with lower prices in la 
quantities, and ice cream sells at about 
cents a gallon, retail. On this basis, Dr. 
Koehler says, the making of ice cream is 
profitable.
